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1 . This Office Action is in response to applicant's Amendment received on 19 April 2005. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The applicant's arguments are persuasive to overcome the previous rejections. 

The prior art teaches that it is well known to train additional audio content as needed and 
to analyze text to determine content and then to convert the text into speech based on content 
specific dictionaries. However, the particular steps claimed requiring a limited vocabulary 
domain sharing a content-based closeness metric is not specifically taught in the prior art such 
that formatting configuration information must be stored for multiple vocabulary domains for 
defining the secondary operation for audio delivery. The prior art teaches different domains but 
does not teach that they must be so limited to different servers for delivery of the audio content.
